For him, he sees the love and goodness and

history, and which keep the world sweet and pure 
to-day. He remembers One, whose name alone 
isa talisman of strength and truth and justice 
and tender love so long as the planet journeys, 
who has summed up his whole duty in /ove to God, 
and love to man ;—requiring of him only to do just- 
ly, love mercy, and walk humbly with his Mak- 
er. Not that he shall be Unitarian or Trinitarian, 
Spiritualist or Materialist, Deist, Polytheist or 
Buddhist. But we do ask, we do demand, that 
he shall be a good, plain, fair and square, straight- 
forward, honest man, discharging faithfully his 
duties to wife, child, neighbor, horse and dog—to

His iarm, with its substantial buildings, 
well appointed house, comfortable conveniences 
for stock, good enclosures, good roads, will be 
an ornament to the planet. 
Cain was a tiller of the earth, and Noah, before 
his shipbuilding, planted a vineyard; while the 
Egyptians traced agriculture to a supernatural 
origin, and worshipped the ax for his services. 
In Rome, in the early days of the republic, to 
be held a good husbandman was supreme praise. 
Cincinnatus, with the ax and rods of office, 
sighed for the ax and plow of his farm, and twice 
fied home from the dictaturship; where, probably, 
like a well-known distinguished publicist, one of 
yourown statesmen, flying from Congress, he could 
get to bed at nine o'clock. Have not Virgil, Co- 
lamella, Varro, Pliny, Palladius, Thomas & Beck- 
et, Judge Fitzherbert, Kaimes, Loudon, Sismondi, 
Washington, either with actual experience, or 
learned treatise, or both, lent luster and distinction 
to our calling? And it was in speaking of your 
position that Chatham, you remember, stood up in 
his flannels and warned Parliament that the culti- 
vators of the land in America were its strength 
and stamina, and were invincible. 
Let me congratulate the young husbandman 
upon the happy life he has chosen! In a pleasant 
home we look for a great share of happiness, and 
if it is true that no place is like howe, certainly 
no home is more full of varied interest, enjoy- 
mentand beauty than the prosperous farmer’s. 
Health alone is happiness, and that his oceupa- 
tion gives.

How natural and simple should be the ethics, 
or the religion, including the ethics, of the peace- 
ful farmer. He sees the sun rise; the silent pro- 
cess of the seasons, the return of birds, the 
growth of his grass and corn. Are these natural 
and simple? So natural and simple should be hie 
religion. The sun warms; his streams run; 
water bursts the earth to quench his thiret; rain 
falls; the wind blows; his crops increase and 
ripen; his orchard blooms aud bends with fruit; 
flowers blow; birds sing in hie trees; his stock 
multiplies,—till the goodness of God Gills his life, 
o'erflows every nook and corner of his being, as 
a floodtide fills every inlet of the shore. And 
naturally enough he crieg: The Creator showers 
upon me tenderness, goodness, mercy, love. 
Shail I not ever love and praise Him, and deal 
likewise with my fellowmen? And as perfume 
is natural to the opening flowers of his garden, 
00 is praise and prayer the natural perfume of his 
heert, which opens and blooms beneath the gmile 
of the All-Father. Prayer which is praise. Not 
a prayer, I should say, for rain or drought, or heat 
or cold, or the reversal of any natural process. 
Too reverent he, for that, believing with Jeremy 
Taylor that “he who prays to reverse a law of 
nature must expect no great effect from a morn- 
ing or evening collect.’’ Instead of the hum- 
bling spectacle, still seen in the churches, of peti- 
tions for wet or dry, why should not men address 
themselves to the study of the laws of rain and 
wind and drouth, that we may no longer lite and 
suffer in ignorance? Ezspecisily such learned pro- 
fessional men as may have leisure. Meteorology 
is now reducing to a science. In Washington, as 
you know, they use the telegraph to learn the 
state of the weather in every part of the country, 
at given times, and so map their observations.* 
Thus the tangled lightning of the tempest helps 
to untangle its secret. And one day it must be 
considered as childish to pray against drouth, as 
it was fur our ancestors to be fervent against an 
eclipse, or a comet speeding a hundred thousand 
miles an hour. One of your learned preachers,t 
admits that these are occasions when we perhaps 
ought to pray against a law of the universe, and 
that it may have been a “provision from eternity” 
that a prayer should make the ‘‘sun and moon to 
stand still.’’ It cannot be denied, and perhaps a 
prayer may arrest, with a spasm felt to the con- 

fines of the universe, and shaking every kink 
from its tail, the rapid comet in mid-heaven. But 
it has been tried as yet uasaccesefully, both by 
individuals and collective bodies. And the bur 
den of proof is still upon them. 

How well the all-obeerving Shakespeare makes 
the player say :— 


“«.... We, ignorant of oursel i 
Beg often our own harm, citieds then adnan 
Deny us for our good. So find we profit 
By losing of our prayers.” 
No! I fully believe the farmer need not harass

sic, cabinets, games, and thousand-and-one envi- 
ronments of an intelligent, wide-awake man. 

And what curly pates, bright eyes and red 
cheeks are those, rolling in the grass there, like 
strawberry apples in the orchard! Ah! they tell 
of the finest ornament of that house; its perfect 
charm; of her for whom all has been done, and 
without whom—Heaven bless her gentle pres- 
ence!—all had been done in vain.

THE BRIEF HISTORY OF A COLORED MAN. 


The question is often asked, ‘‘Can a colored 
man become a scholar, and take any position 
filled by a white man?” It seems to me we find 
an affirmative answer to this question, in the life 
of Martin Delany, recently published by Lee & 
Shepard. This biography was compiled by Miss 
Frank A. Rollin, a free colored lady of Charles- 
ton, 8. C., and formerly a teacher in Mr. Car- 
dozo’s school for colored childrea in that city. 
She is now Mrs. Whipper, the wife of a colored 
lawyer, and member of the South Carolina legis- 
lature. 

Proceeding, as this volume does, from the pen 
of 2 woman, it possesses one rare qualification, 
viz., the manner in which the facts are consoli- 
dated; while no interest is detracted from the 
subject of the book. She tells us at the outset, 
that Fred Douglass says of Maj. Delany, ‘‘7 thank 
God for having made me a man; but Delany 
always thanks Him for having made him a black 
man.” On another occasion he said of him, ‘‘Del- 
any stands so straight that he leans a little back- 
ward.’”’ 

Martin Robison Delany was born at Charlestown, 
Va., May 6, 1812. His mother, Pati Delany, was 
a colored woman who had inherited her freedom 
from her father, who was an African prince. One 
of the early Virg-nia laws freed all slaves de- 
scended from royal Africans. Her husband soon 
after his marriage became free. Delany’s pater- 
nal grandfather was an African chieftain. As the 
schools in Virginia were closed against colored 
children, the early education of Martin Delany 
was gained from the primer and other books, 
purchased from itiuerant Yankee peddlers, who 
in repay for a dinner would givea lesson. Later, 
we find our hero in Pittsburg studying medicine; 
but this he soon abandoned for an editor's career, 
which he followed for several months, although, 
as we are told, “his experience was a stormy 
one.” In 1849 he again resumed the study of 
medicine, and was finally admitted to the medi- 
cal department at Harvard College. In 1856 he 
removed to Canada, practising medicine in Chat- 
ham, but for the most part among the refugees 
from American slavery. 

In 1860 we read of Dr. Delany in Europe, 
where he landed after an expedition to Central 
Africa. At Liverpool he received many atten- 
tions from those highest in social and public posi- 
tions; likewise the highest honor ever conferred 
upon a colored American abroad, viz., for his 
acknowledged talent, and researches and discov- 
eries in Africa, a royal commission to the Inter- 
national Statistical Congress, presided over by 
His Royal Highness Albert, Prince of England. 
His abilities had won for him a friendly interest 
from Lord Brougham, whose particular allusions 
to him in this Congress, in remarks addressed to 
the American minister, caused the ‘‘withdrawal 
of all the American delogates,” with Judge Long- 
atreet of Georgia at their head. 

Dr. Delany returned to America just before 
the opening of the war through which we have 
just passed; at the opening of which he was ex- 
cluded on account of his color. He soon ob- 
tained, however, an appointment as ‘assistant 
agent under Charles L. Remond and Charles H. 
Langston, Eeq., for recruiting for the Fifty-fourth 
Massachusetts regiment ;” also an appointment as 
acting examining surgeon for the post of Chica- 
go from Major George I. Stearns, chairman of 
the military committee, and authorized by Gov. 
Andrew of Massachusetts. Feeling that colored 
regiments should be officered by colored men 
thus giving an opportunity to a large class of 
educated colored men at the North to distinguish 
themselves in the war, Dr. Delany proceeded to 
Washington, in 1865, to lay this plan before Pres- 
ident Lincoln. We have, from his own pen, an ac- 
count of his interview with the President, which 
gives only another instance of the expression of 
deep, true feeling which dwelt in the heart of 
our lamented President and actuated all his 
doinzs. After he had communicated his plan, 
Mr. Lincoln seated himself to write a line of in- 
troduction to the Secretary of War. Just as he 
began writing the cannon commenced booming. 
Mr. Lincoln stopped, exclaiming, “Stanton is fir- 
ing! Listen! He isin his glory, noble man!” 
Dr. Delany asked the ‘‘cause of the firing.” He

Poems. By Lucy Larcom.—Boston, Fields, Os- 
good  Co.—Miss Larcom’s poems are refreshing 
by their contrast to the somewhat meretricious 
brilliancy which has marked so much of our re- 
cent puetry. The rhetorical blaze, which Alex- 
ander Smith made to flare up in his verse, and 
exchanged for a mellow light ia his fine prose; 
the amazing verbal facility of Mr. Swinburne ;— 
one will find nothing of these, not even a desire for 
them, in the plain and modest verse here offered 
to the pablic. Norcan Miss Larcom pretend at 
all to the attraction of wickedness. There is not 
a suspicions line in her book ; and those who read 
to be shocked and find esthetic satisfaction only 
in some rasp of their moral sensibilities, will 
quickly give up a writer who provides so ill for 
their entertainment. If simple, unaffected, wo- 
manly goodness and true-heartedness are unpoeti- 
cal, she is so; for these make the fundamental 
quality of all her work. In pure imagination she 
js not strong, in the usual accessories of poetry not 
rich; and one might say that she is a poetess 
only because she is a superior woman. Sidney’s 
precept, ‘‘Look into thy heart and write,” would 
scarcely be necessary in her case; it is only her 
good and true heart that gives her voice. Scarce- 
ly an instance is known to us in which the poet 
ical faculty is so little a special gift, so strictly 
consubstantial with sterling qualities. Simple, 
unaffected piety, cheerful courage and hope, lov- 
ing and tender sympathy that never becomes 
mawkish, breathe through her pages, sometimes 
near to being prosaic, seldom melodious in the 
highest degree, but so pare and honest that, like 
the note of the American robin, they charm more 
than a finer song without the same depth and 
heartiness. This it is which makes her so fascin- 
ating to children, and to adults in whom the 
child-heart remains. We have lately witnessed 
the enthusiasm of s boy over her ‘‘Hannah Bind- 
ing Shoes.”” He would not be persuaded that so 
beautiful a poem had ever been written before. 
It is beautiful, but its beauty is all that of simplic- 
ity and truthful sympathy. One is sure, in read- 
ing, that she has seen the actual Hannah, and 
sketched from life. Of peculiarly fine and subtle 
expression we find little in her poems, and none 
that does not arise from purity of feeling. The 
following is an example of her best; and here 
again she has written from her own heart :— 

“The grass springs up like good thoughts in a soul 

That loves and blesses all things, high and low.” 
So spring her own thoughts, not in tall pines and 
palms, but in humble grasses, amid which unseen 
the sparrow sings!

LITERARY, ARTISTIC, ETC. 


Bridal presents now-a-days are so costly that it 
is deemed prudent to employ the services of de- 
tectives to guard them while on exhibition. 

Tt was stated at the recent Woman’s Suffrage 
Convention that in the city of Boston, women 
are taxed upon $28,000,000 of real estate, and 
$13,000,000 of personal property. Eighty or 
ninety out of every one hundred of the school 
teachers of Massachusetts are women; yet women 
are not represented on the State Board of Educa- 
tion, or upon the town committees. Two towns 
in the State constitute an honorable exception, 
though without any prevision in law: Monroe, 
the smallest town in the State, has elected one 
woman for a series of years; while Reading last 
year placed three women on its school committee. 

Two of the three great universities of England, 
those of Cambridge and London, have opened 
their doors half-way at least to women seeking a 
higher education, by organizing examinations 
fur such, and giving certificates upon the results 
thereof. The women are not formally recognized 
as members of the universities; but they can, of 
course, reside near them, study as andof whom 
they choose, which is what the men do, and ac- 
cept the results of the examinations, which the 
university presides over, as the men have to. It 
is certainly a great point gained in securing for 
women equal privileges with men in knowing all 
they can learn. When will Yale and Amherst 
do as much? 

We present in this number, in the lines entitled 
“The Old Sea-Captain,” a graphic picture of one 
of the staunch New England ship-masters of a 
past generation, yet living in his 88th year, hale 
and vigorous, though partially blind, who, on the 
3d ult., walked to the polls and voted the regular 

Republican ticket. The incident in reference to 
the portrait alluded to was, we are informed, an 
occurrence of haif-a-century ago; and his go-d 
fortune never to be shipwrecked nor ever to meet 
with serious disaster, though often encountering 
the most furious winds, was by his crews uni- 
formly attributed to the fact that he never pro- 
crastinated in his preparations for weathering a 
storm, but, taking time by the forelock, always 
had his ship ready before the tempest reached 
him. Most, if not all, the merchants in Salem 
and Boston, in whose employ he sailed, have now 
departed. : * 

In 1818, November 1, Uriel Crocker and Osmyn 
Brewster became associated in the publishing 
business, in this city, and have kept together 
ever since—during the last forty-three years un- 
der the style of Crocker & Brewster. The fifti- 
eth anniversary of the formation of their partner- 
ship was duly observed. The senior partner read 
a very interesting statement which told how they 
met, for the first time, in 1811, as apprentices 
with Samuel T. Armstrong; how they became 
his partners in 1818, the partnership articles being 
drawn by Jeremiah Evarts, father of the Attor- 
ney-General of the United States; how they pub- 
lished, in 1820, Scott’s Bible, in six volumes, the 
first important work stereotyped in America; 
how they established a store in New York, 
which they afterwards sold to Daniel Appleton 
and Jonathan Leavitt, the former thus found- 
ing the great house of D. Appleton & Co.; how 
in the fifty-seven years of closest business and 
social intimacy, the two publishers, C. & B., 
had never exchanged an unkind word; and how 
they had never published a single line ‘‘which, 
dying they would wish to blot.’’ The occasion 
was very interesting in many respects. 

The death of Mr. William Sydney Mount, an 
American artist of a good deal of celebrity in his 
day, occurred on Thursday week in Setauket, 
Long Island, where he was born on the 26th of 
November, 1807. Always fond of drawing and 
given to rude off-hand sketches, this tendency 
found fortunate, though at the time humble, oppor- 
tunity as soon as he reacted New York city in 
1824. He entered, in 1826, in his 19th year, the 
school of the National Academy of Design. His 
maiden picture was a portrait of himself, brought 
out in 1828. A year later he established himself 
as a portrait-painter, and at the same period 
turned his brush to the delineation of several Bib- 
lical scenes, such as “‘The Raising of the Daugh- 
ter of Jairus’’ and “Saul and the Witch of Endor.”’ 
In 1830 he submitted to the National Academy a 
picture, ‘‘A Rustic Dance,” which elicited very 
favorable comment. His happiest effects were in 
the representation of the negro physiognomy ; 
and the race, which then attracted minor concern, 
‘ but which has since fought nobly, was the uncon- 
scious subject of more criticism and praise than 
it wot of under his pencil. Among the pictures 
which to this day exist in many multiplied en- 
gravings and lithographs are “Men Husking 
Corn,’’ “Walking the Crack,’’ “The Sportsman’s 
Last Visit,” “The Raffle,” “The Courtship,” 
“Nooning,” ‘‘Bargaining for a Horse,’ ‘‘The 
Power of Music,’’ “Music is Contagious,” “Just 
in Time,’’ “California News,’’ “The Lucky 
Throw,” “Banjo Player,”’ ‘“‘Bone Player,’”’ &c. 
After a life of sixty-one years, he died at the 
place of his birth.

The “Radical Clab” of Boston. 
AN ESSAY AND DISCUSSION ON WOMAN. 
BY KATE FIBLD. 


[From the SpringSeld Repudlican.} 

Now that I have been admitted to the inner 
temple where the gods forge their potent thun- 
derbolts, I wonder how Boston ever exiated with- 
out the radical club, and why it never was born 
until last year. Perhaps the fire over which « 
radical club should be cooked is a slow one, and 
that the very rare material has never been thor- 
oughly done through until within a twelvemonth. 
Whatever the reason of delay, thoughtful people 
must rejoice that the radical club is to-day an ac- 
complished fact, for from its fruitful seed so gen- 
erously thrown before the wind, there must come 
a rich harvest at no distant future. Last Mon- 
day saw the second meeting of the second year 
in the commodious parlors of those a 
friends of humanity, Rev. and Mrs. John T. Sar- 
gent. There were t Emerson, Wasson, 
Alcott and Weiss; Morse and Marvin of Tha 
Radical ; W. J. Linton, the most celebrated of 
engravers, as well as one of the most graceful of 
designers; the young and noble Gen. Edward N. 
Hallowell, who fought beside Shaw at Fort Wag- 
ner, and took the command left vacant by. the 
death of his friend and colonel; Julia Ward 
Howe, Louisa M. Alcott, Louise Chandler Moal- 
ton, Nora Perry, and other potentates in literature 
and society. ‘The chair was occupied by John 
Weiss, who read an essay on the old yet ever 
young subject of woman,—an essay so beautiful, 
so earnest, 80 appreciative of the best woman- 
hood, so generous, so chivalric that there was not 
a@ woman present whose eyes were not moisten- 
ed, whose heart was not softened, whose intellect 
was not inspired, by this tribute from a man to 
the latent worth of her sex. ‘‘God bless John 
Weiss and all men like him,” murmured more 
than one woman who saw the glorious vista op- 
ening fur another generation of women. Yes, 
God bless John Weiss. If ever there comes a 
time when all men think as he thinks, every wo- 
man who comes short of the possibilities award- 
ed to her will have no excuse to fall back upon 
but that of total depravity. May that good time 
come quickly, for who is not greater and better 
for being believed in by the true and good? Who 
that sees her niche in the Pantheon will not strive 
to be a goddess? To attempt to report John 
Weiss’s essay would be as futile as to attempt a 
description of Beethoven’s herioc symphony. 
It is a heroic symphony, breathing in every page 
the poetry of humanity, and I could no more tell 
you what it was like without giving you the 
whole, than I could take the sparkle out of a di- 
amond. If Mr. Weiss delivers this essay in pub- 
lic, as he is in duty bound to do, I can only hope 
that the lyceums of Massachusetts will open their 
arms to embrace this noblest type of woman. 

At the previous meeting the discussion which 
followed Mr. Wasson’s essay was exceedingly in- 
teresting. Yesterday everyone felt that the best 
had been said and there was nothing left but 
prayer. There was a spell upon us which none 
wished broken, and Mr. Emerson truly expressed 
the almost universal sentiment, when he said 
that he thought it would be far better to hold a 
silent meeting. Yet talk there must be, and talk 
there was. Mr. Emerson added that it was for 
woman to decide what her political status should 
be; that once he believed the practical advocacy 
of universal suffrage would find no support frum 
tender and superior women, but that now those 
who most shrunk from a painful duty were at 
the same time most eager to perform it, and look 
forward to its consummation as a moment to be 
seriously hailed. In that state of things it is not 
for man to give the vote, but for women to take 
it. The claim would be vitiated were any to 
deny it. When women of any state are accorded 
the righte of suffrage, it will be the graceful part 
of man to make all such arrangements as will be 
convenient for women. We are all the better for 
hearing of the riches in store for us, and can only 
await the eventful arrival. 

Mr. Wasson said that he remembered with 
what delight, when a boy, he watched the swift 
motion of the wild pigeon, and the pleasure of 
the morning had been skin to that of former 
years, for he had been made to feel the same ar- 
rowy movement of mind. Still, before adding 
more votes, before inviting woman to the ballot, 
he would insist upon the application of mop and 
broom. Any further additions at present would 
make matters worse. There would be more 
slush to wade through.

He would stipulate that there 
should first be clarification, that politics should 
learn the art of housekeeping. Of late years, 
woman’s desire for the ballot bad been put upon 
the basis of privilege. They felt that they. were 
suffering an injury, a disgraceful inequality. If 
every misered wretch held a vote, why not every 
superior woman? For himself, Mr. Wasson put 
governing on a different ground. Governing is 
a job, a ‘‘big job,’ as Linculn called it, and to be 
done in the least expensive way. It is very like 
the building of a ship. There is danger all 
around, and it is only the virtue of the structure 
that saves. Mr. Emerson had remarked at the 
previous meeting that a government was no bet- 
ter than the people. It seemed to Mr. Wasson it 
were as wise to say that a ship is no better than 
the wood in the forest. The artisan does 
not gather all and everything. The principle of 
selection comes in, a principle that is absolutely 
necessary. There should be no more votes 
granted until preliminary s are taken to base 
votes on quality. We should put into the r 
what we expect to get out of the spout. o- 
man’s special genius is one of use, it is finding 
out what shall be done with things. Man’s pro- 
vince is to pruvide. It is this special feminine 
genius that is most wanting in the management 
of affairs. We Americans know how to make 
money, but what under heaven to do with a dol- 
lar we cannot tell. Men should earn money and 
women should spend it. There was once a mem- 
ber of Congress who declared that he was a com- 
mittee of means and his wife a committee of 
ways. Woman have the power of divination. 
The genius of woman would serve as can no wit 
of man. There should be a qualification basis 
for suffrage, and certain departments of ern- 
ment should be made over to women. Ed- 
nah D. Cheney replied that it was in this very 
matter of housekeeping where women showed the 
greater proficiency, and that there would be no 
purification until women did it. Women would 
regard the ballot as a heavy responsibility. The 
finest men took no active part in politics as long 
as they could make excuses to their consciences. 
Emerson and his peers shrunk from this duty, 
until neglect became criminal. Women be 
placed in the same ea - They consider it as 
part of the solemn duty of life, and their very 
reluctance is an argument in favor of their fitness 
for the trust. It denotes responsibility. Char- 
acter will be the only test, and then the right 
men will get into office. It is not true that our 
government is not better than the body of the 
people. We say, “Iam not fit for president, but I 
know aman whois.

Parties.—Mr. F. Kapp, in composing a work 
on the German emigration to this coustry, has 
judged rightly that without a. knowledge of this 
and similar movements the history of America, 
cannot be understood or rightly written. Tuo take 
the nearest.instance; a little reflection will ¢on- 
vince us that while the accessions to our, popula 
tion from Ireland added directly to the power of 
the Southern oligarchy, and enabled it, by means 
of the Democtatic patty, teextend its triumph, and 
apparently te iteel£. invincible, the same 
immigrants prepared the North for the ultimate 
trial of arms by helping to baild up its material 
prosperity; and that, on the other hand, the Irish, 


Germans, and other European colonists together 
meade it clear te the South aborehy st 
to ee iby ha sta one n thee | 


States. Hence that methodical mania for acquir- 
ing fresh territory for slavery, and the increasing 
violence of the measures in support of the institu- 
tion wherever planted and wherever carried or in 
transitu. Hence the rapid culmination of the con- 
spiracy against the Union, which might have 
been delayed for half a century with a less popu- | 
lous and @ourishing North. And again, thirty, 
years ago, Brazil, which hag at Seven Ice- 
landers to leave their country, seeme likely to 
gather to itgelf an énormous immigration ffom 
Germany. Slavery and land monopoly, naturally 
attended by negligence and bad faith, in providing 
for the new comers cafised this stream to be al- 
most dried up; it was, in fact, diverted to the 
Vaited States, and for hike causes to the North 
only—showing what slavery in Brazil had to do 
with emancipation here; .

There is still a feeble Ger- 
man emigration to Brazil, for there sre German 
sry age there; and the mses most interest- 
ed in keeping this up,ancetiang only with exposure 
and opi nh from’ Mr. pi hog att g vetaliated 
with personal abuse and misrepresentation. Both 
parties have resorted freely to the press with 
charges and rejoinders, and now we notice that 
Mr. Sturz, whose activity knows no limit, has 
summed up his own case in the controversy with 
Herr Blumenau in a book or brochure entitled 
“Die deutsche Auswanderung und die Verschlep- 
pung deutscher Auswanderer. Mit speciellen 
Dokumenten’’ (German Emigration and the Seat- 
tering of German Emigrants, with special doceu- 
ments). We have not yet geen it, but we ven- 
ture to say that it is an authentic and valuable 
companion to any history of Brazil_— Nation.

He keeps his 
own horse, his cow and his pigs, draws the ma- 
nure over his own fields; plants and reaps his 
Own corn; digs and hoes his own turnips and 
tatees. » Moreover, he ‘is educated and ‘well-in- 
formed, and his children are all. at schoo He 
reads the papers, he bas the current literature of 
the day on hi table ; he knows what Gladstone 
and Disraeli ate about here; he keeps himself 
well’ a¢quaintéd with home politics; he has a vote, 
and knows what to do with it; and can get up in 
tbe jomnahin meetings and express himself intelli- 
gibly if occasion call for it. These men, after all, 
form the stamina and moral strength of the com- 
monwealth. 

The prosperity of New England cannot be ow-

t. The wine is fed freely to children, and by 
all classes is regarded as a pe’ y legitimate 
drink. Failing to find the solution of the temper- 
ance question in the Maine law, falling to per- 
ceive it in the various modes and movements of 
reform, I, with many others, have looked with 
hope to find it ina cheap and comparatively harm- 
less wine? bat; for one, Z can leok in this direc- 
tion hopefully no longer. I firmly believe that 
the wines of Switzerland are of no use except to 
keep out whiskey, and that the advantages of the 
wine over the whiskey are not very obvious. It is 
the testimony of the best men in Switzerland— 
those who have the highest good of the people at 
heart—that the increased growth of the grape 
has beer steadily and correspondingly attended 
by the ingrease of drunkenness. They lament 
the planting of a new vineyard as we, at home, 
regret the opening of a new grog-shop. They 
expeet ne good of it, to anybody. They know, 
and deeply feel, that the whole wine-producirg 
enterprise is charged with degradation for their 
country. 

I was told before leaving America that I should 
be obliged te drink wine or beer in Europe. One 
good clerical friend assured me that I could not 
get through Great Britain safely without drink- 
ing beer. AsIdid not like beer, the prospect 
was not pleasant. Indeed. I felt about as badly 
discouraged as Brigham Young declares he did 
when the duty of polygamy was made known to 
him by heavenly revelation. Well, I did not 
drink beer, and I got through Great Britain very 
comfortably i . None of my party drank 
beer, and all survived not only, but improved, 
upon cold water—the terribly poisonous cold 
water of Great Britain! In Paris, I took the 
ordinary red wine. In Switzerland I continued 
it with gréat moderation, until I was thoronghly 
satisfied that every glass I drank damaged not 
only my healthy bat my comfort,» Now, I drink 
no wine at all, that member of my party who 
has drank nothing but water from the time of 
leaving America, has experienced not one particle 
of inconvenience from the practice. We have all 
concluded that wine-drinking in Europe is just as 
uoneeessary as it isin America, and that there 
never was a greater mistake than the supposition 
that alcohol in any form is necessary as a daily 
beverage for any man or woman.—Dr. Holland, 
to Springfield Republican. 


FrepericK Doverass.—His well-written, in- 
tensely interesting autobiography, entitled “My 
Bondage and My Freedom,” has probably been 
read so that I need not attempt any 
elaborate sketch of his life. Suffice it to say, he 
was born a slave in Maryland. He experienced 
all the indignities, and suffered most of the hard- 
ships and cruelties, that passionate slaveholders 
could inflict upon their bondmen. When about 
21 years of age he resolved that he would en- 
dure them no longer; and in 1838 he found his 
way from Baltimore to New Bedford, the best 
place, on the whole, to which he could have 
gone. There, with his young wife, he com- 
menced the life of a freeman. The severest toil 
now seemed light. He worked with a will be- 
cause the avails of his labor were to be his own. 
Being, as most colored persons are, religiously 
inclined, he soon became a ber of a Metho- 
dist church, and ére long was appointed a class- 
leader and a local preacher. 

While in slavery Mr. Douglass had con- 
trived in various ingenious ways to learn to 
read and write. So soon, therefore, as he came 
to live in Massachnsetts, he diligently im- 
proved his entarged opportunities to acquire 
knowledge. Ere long he became a subscriber 
for the Bi , and week after week made him- 
self master of its contents, in which he never 
found a silly or a worthless line. Of course its 
doctrines and its purpose were altogether such 
as his own bitter experience justified. And the 
exalted spirit of religious faith and hope at all 
times inspiring the writings and speeches of Mr. 
Garrisen, awakened in the bosom of Mr. Doug- 
lass the assurance that he was ‘‘the man—the 
Moses raised up by God to deliver his Israel 
in America from a worse than Egyptian bond- 
age.”’ 

In the summer of 1841 there was a large anti- 
slavery. convention held in Nantucket. Mr. 
Douglass attended it. In the midst of the meet- 
ing, to hia great confusion, he was called upon 
and urged to address the convention. A number 
were present from New Bedford who had heard 
his exhortations in the Methodist church, and 
they would not allow his plea of inability to speak. 
After much hesitation, he rose and notwithstand- 
ing his embarrassment he gave evidence of such 
intellectual power—wisdom as well as wit—that 
all present were astonished. Mr. Garrison fol- 
lowed him in one of his sublimest speeches. 
“Here was a living witness of the justice of the 
severest condemnation he had ever uttered of sla- 
very. Herewas one ‘every inch @ man,’ aye, a 
man of no common power, who yet had been held 
at the South as a piece of property, a chattel, and 
had been treated as if he were a domesticated 
brute,” &. 

At the close of the meeting, Mr. John A. Col- 
lins, then the general agent of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Slavery Society, urgently invited Mr. Doug- 
lass to becume a lecturing agent. He begged to 
be excused. He was sure that he was not com- 
petent to such an undertaking. But Mr. Garri- 
son and others, who had heard him that day, 
joined Mr. Collins in pressing him to accept the 
appointment. Ile yielded to the pressure. And 
in less than three years from the day of his es- 
cape from slavery he was introduced to the peo- | 
ple of New England as a suitable person to lec- | 
ture them upon the subject that was of more mo- | 
ment than any other to which the attention of our | 
republic had ever been called. 

Mr. D. henceforth improved rapidly. He ap-| 
ees himself diligently to reading and study. |
